Minnesota'!) Chief Justice. 


A St. Paul special to The World 


says: 
Charles M. Start, chief jus- 


tice of the supreme court of Min- 
nesota, 
expressed 
himself 
as fol- 


lows

The World 
correspondent 


regarding the enlarged scheme of gov- 
ernment by injunction as exemplified 
in. the case of the Pennsylvania strik- 
ers: 


"I have never known of a case where 


the court has given such a broad in- 
terpretation to its powers in this par- 
ticular as in this instance. IE the facts 
are as stated, it seems to me that it 
has gone too far. 


"This government by injunction is a 


comparatively modern Institution in 
this country, although this power vest- 
ed in the court is older than the con- 
stitution, coming down to us from the 
old English law. To me it seems to be 
a dangerous tendency and one which 
should be guarded most carefully. 


"It is taking away from the citizen 


the right ol a. trial by 1ury, and is at 
any time liable to lead to tyranny; and

lives. The trouble for which he is 
indicted occurred in December, 1896. 
He and Rockwell had a dispute, Hiok- 
man forcing the trouble. 
Rockwell 


tried to avoid him, but Hiokman fol- 
lowd him about. Finally they got into 
a fight and Hiokman drew a knife. 
Friends inteifered, but as soon an they 
released the men Hiokman mado a dash 
for Rockwell with an open Knife. 
The 


latter fled, jumping a paling fence and 
two rail fences in his flight. He finally 
tripped and fell and Hickman.who was 
close behind, jumped on him and began 
stabbing him. 
Rockwell was cut sev-
